lieved that any such evidence of dis- 
crimjnation 4vould aid the Philippine 
administration and its work. That in 
time such a concession es was proposed 
would be of vast benefit to the farm- 
ers of the islands, and practically all 
the inhabitants are farmers, he did 
not doubt. 

He was sure the political effect would 
be good, but that there would be any 
immediate substantial effect he did not 
think was true, regardless of the state- 
ment made In his Official report that 
such a change would cauBe an advance 
in trade by “leaps and bounds.” He 
did not mean to withdraw the recom- 
mendation—on the contrary, he would 
be glad to have a reduction of 10 per 
cent. 

Gov. Taft also explained that he had 
not intended to convey the idea that 
the 65,000,000 acres of land in the Phil- 
ippines not controlled by private own- 
ership is arable. Much of the area is, 
he said, covered by mountain ranges, 
and is not, therefore, capable of cul- 
tivation. 

In response to a suggestion from Sen- 
ator Culberson, Gov. Taft said he did 
not think the bill providing a tariff 
between the United States and the 
Philippines should be temporary, as is 
the case with reference to the Porto 
Rican bill. 

Speaking of the new revenue bill 
passed by the Philippine Committee, he 
said that so far the effect is conject- 
ural, but tHat it was hoped the amount 
under the impetus it would give to the 
trade would seon equal the returns se- 
cured under the old laws, which were 
$9,000,000 or $10,000,000. There had s0 
far been a great increase In the im- 
portation of food products, especially 
canned goods, which principally came 
from the United States, 

Gov. Taft next explained the con- 
tracts which have been let for harbor 
improvements, involving an expendi- 
ture of $3,000,000, and in response to 
questions by Mr. Hale, he said that 
contracts also had been tet for the 
construction of twenty launches ofr 
small sea-going boats, for the trans- 
portation of mail and provincial offi- 
cers. The cost of these boats would 
be $1,000,000. He had asked for bids 
from San Francisco, he said, but: they 
were so high that the commission was 
obliged to contract for them with 
Shanghal firms. * 

Gov. Taft asked for power to pass 
general corporation laws, Most of the 
enterprises there now, he explained, are 
controlled by English capitalists. 

Mr. Duboéis wanted to know if ft 
would not be advantageous for the 
government to bulld and control rall- 
roads, telephones, ete. 

“That is a question for econoriic con- 
sideration,” answered Gov. Taft, “which 
the commission wishes to avoid.” | 

Reverting to the subject of corpora- 
tions, Gov. Taft thought it would be 
wise for Congress to give the commis- 
sion some discretionary power in the 
matter of building railroads, 

v. Taft eald there was nothing 
mére important for Congress to do than 
to authorize the purchase of the lands 
held by the friars. Nothing gave the 
Filipinos go much trouble as the friars. 
It was hoped that the friars would go 
to other countries, if their lands were 
purchased, but there was no power to 
evict them. 

Gov. Taft brought up the matter 
later referred to and explained by Sen- 
ator Pattersomon the floor of the Sen- 
ate, relative to the treason statute of 
the Philippine Commission.

WORN AFFIDAVITS 
S FILED AGAINST LYNCH. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Senator Bard hag laid be- 
fore the President several affidavits 
from prominent public and private men 
in California, to show that Collector 
of Internal Revenue Lynch of San 
Francisco has been guilty of those po- 
litical misdeeds of which it is claimed 
that he has been guilty. 
When Senator Bard first asked Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to remove Lynch from 
office and appoint 8S. F. Kelly to the 
place, the President communicated to 
the junior Senator the attitude main- 
tained by Senator Perkins, and that 
was that Perkins protested against the 
removal of Lynch, or even an investi- 
gation into his conduct. Senator 
Bard's charges in this inetance were 
filed merely in writing, as written 
Statements, or communicated to the 
President orally by himself and other 
Californians who were interested in 
the case. 

To these written and oral charges 
the President declined to listen, on 
account of Senator Perkins's protest 
against their consideration. There- 
upon Senator Bard secured from men 
in California, who know Lynch and his 
methods, sworn statements that he is 
active in political affairs in the 
State; that he makes political threats 
against his pwiltical opponents, and 
carries these threats out if he can: 
that he occupfes in certain political 
circies in the State the position of a 
political boss, and that his methods 
generally are incompatible with his 
position as an employé of the, Federal! 
government. In one case, A State 
Senator from California makes affidavit 
that he incurred Lynch's enniity. As

It 
is a ten-acre Diock in the west-central 
part of the city, known as Pioneer 
Square. That name was given to it for 
the reason that it was on that exact 
spot the Mormon pioneers cagt their 
‘first tents and built their Great cabins 
and when they arrived

Again we say: Let there be no un- 
due haste in the consideration of 
this exceedingly _intr.cate, involved 
and delicate isthmian canal question. 
Lat no possible route escape.. It may 
be that, a century hence, some of 
those who are now howling for an 
isthmian canal will still be erying 
out for a waterway—or for water in 
any shape—but it is more than prob- 
able that a great majority of the canal 
boomers will by that ume-be entirely 
indifferent to the route that should 
be adopted for the canal, or indeed 
as to whether a canai should be con- 
structed at all. 

For these, and sundry other rea- 
sons which might be mentioned, it 
is evidently the duty of Congress to 
avold any precipitate haste in the 
consideration of this important ques- 
tion, and tic thanks of the country 
are due to Mr. Scott of West Virginia 
for emphasizing the necess..y of thor- 
oughly investigating every possible 
means of wading, crawling, tunneling, 
or even fiying across the isthmus. 


It will probably be advisable for the 
city to purchase the Highland water- 
works system and other auxiliary 
plants in due course of time, to the end 
that tke municipality may in fact own 
and control the entire system of water 
distribution in the city.

All of them were care- 
fully guarded by Sheriff Hammel, who 
hed ordered a half dozén of his trusted 
deputies to be on hand to insure 
against an emergency. All sorts of 
hints at escape have reached official 
ears lately, and the records of the 
criminals have been so flerce and care- 
less that the Sheriff proposed “to take 
no chances, 

Myrtie has said that ho man would 
ever take him back to the penitenHary 
alive. In July, 1899, he escaped from 
Judge Lawlor’s court in San Francisco 
on the morning that he was to have 
been sentenced for robberies. The 
authorities of that city had never 
heard of him afterward wntil he was 
arrested here about three weeks ago. 

“Have you any reason why sentence 
should not be passed upon you?” asked 
Judge Smith of Myrtie, after reminding 
him of having robbed Maj. Kiokk* or 
$15, with the assistance of Case, and 
that they had both pleaded guilty. 

“None whatever,” replied Myrtle. 

“The crime of which you admit you 
are guilty is one of the gravest known 
to ofr law.” said the court. “He who 
in the darkness of the night lies in 
wait for a person, a traveler or a busi- 
ness man of a city, to assault him and 
rob him at the poim of a revolver, is 
a murderer at heart. He would kill 
upon slight provecation. The court 
finds no mitigaging circumstances con- 
nected with this case. Therefore it is 
the judgment of the court that you be 
confined in the State prison at Fol<om 
during the period of your natura! life.” 

“Thank you,” snapped Myrtle, sar- 
eastically, and sat down, to give Case 
a chance. 

There was a rustie of excitement over 
the crowded courtroom. 

Case appeared to be defiant, but took 
his medicine as if he knew his dose 
would be like his pals. He made no

Comments on the uniform prayer 
meeting topic« of the Christiana

The ages-old goal of all the world is 
peace. Where can peace be found? 
Does it hide in a treasure house of 
gold? Is it wrapped into honor’s laurel 
wreath? May it be pursued and cap- 
tured by the unbridied horses of pas- 
sion? Does it come to those who in 
idieness await it? In all these ways 
men have tried, and still are trying, to 
find peace, but never with success, 
Some have secured imitations, which, 
for the moment, deceived them into 
the belief that they had found the real 
thing, but the delusion was short-live 
Where, then, can peace be found? The 
anewer comes in the words of Him who. 
lived the serenest life amid the storm- 


lest surroundifies: “Peace I give unto 
you.” Peace, then, is ghe gift of Jesus 
Christ to His friends. It is His dying 
bequest to those who love Him. The 
deep, abiding and ineffable peace which 
the world cannot understand or take; 
away, is the peculiar possession of the 
friends of Christ. J 


One of the paradoxes of the Christian 
life is this: The Christian is to be in 
perpetual peace, and yet constantly at 
war. If he is not fighting, he loses his 
peace. 

Happiness is not the same as peace. | 
A man may be starving in a dungeon, 
and in such a case he could scarcely He 
called happy. Yet, though impris- 
oned and dying, he may be in posses- 
gion of a peace, sweet and complete, to 
which a monarch on his throne is a 
stranger. 


Many persons who otherwise know 
little of early church history have read 
“Quo Vadis,” and have marveled at 
the calmness and steadfastness of the 
Christians under persecution, there set 
forth. Men, women and children, for 
the sake of the Name, faced torture 
with a song on their lips. Their quiet 
peace is drawn by the author in sharp 
contrast tO the torments which pos- 
sessed the soul of Nero. The reason 
for the Christian's calm and peace, by 
means of which the heathen world was 
so profoundly impressed, is found, of 
course, only in their faith in Jesus 
Christ. They had accepted Him, and 
in so doing received the mysterious and 
divinely-bestowed peace which is more 
precious than all the world besides. 


Stagnation and peace are two things, 
not one. Stagnation is a leaky punt, 
anchored in a slimy frog pond, where 
no breeze ever ripples the waves; 
peace is a strong ship, in the heart of 
a storm, triumphing by her Own power 
over the winds and waves. 


Power proceeds from peace. The 
Christian of serene life is the one by 
whose character others reckon. 

Doubtiess this topic was suggested 
by Dr. Hengy Van Dyke's “Footpath to 
Peace,” first published in the Outiook 
and since widely prifited and quoted. 
We copy here this beautiful bit of lit- 
erature and philosophy: “To be glad of 
life, because it gives you the chance to 
love and to work and to play and to 
look up at the stars; to be satisfied 
with your possessions, but not con- 
tented with yourseif until you have 
madé the best of them; to despise 
nothing in the world except falsehood 
and meanness, and to fear nothing ex- 
cept cowardice; to be governed by your 
admirations rather than by your dis- 
gusts; to covet nothing that is your 
neighbor's except his kindness of heart 
and gentleness of manner; to think 
seldom of your enemies, often of your 
friends, and every day of Christ, and 
to spend as much time as you can, with 
body and with spirit, in God's out-of- 
doors—these are little guide posts on 
the footpath to peace.”

We must be at peace with God before 
we can be at peace with ourseives.
